Judge launched into his speech and 
said: 


The paramount issue in this cam- 


paign is money. In 1815 England 
bad piled up an enormous indebted- 
ness. For Id years England issued 
bonds to fight 
Napoleon'* war. 


Every dollar was payable in silver 
and gold. At the time or the battle 
of Waterloo there existed a syndicate 
of enormously wealthy money brokers, 
known as the "Bankers of Kings." 
By a false report as to the result of 
tbat battle they bought up nearly 
tbe whole of England's bonds for a 
mere nominal price, and, when it 
was known that Napoleon was d-r- 
f eated,, became so rich that ever since 
that time they-have, by bribery and 
corruption, dictated the financial 
policy of all civilized nations. la one 
year after, 
3816, this 
syndicate, 


through 
corruption, 'induced the 


English parliament to demonetize 
silver, thaa doubling all their securi- 
ties, which they had bought through 
misrepresentation a year before, and 
piled up tbe tax to pay them so high 
that in two years they bad confiscated 
one hundred and thirty thousand 
farms out of one hundred and sixty 
thousand in Scotland, Wales and 
England. 
130,900 farmers becan-e 


slaves to satisfy the greed of these 
money' gamblers,- and are only tec-- 
ants to tbls- day. Ten days before 
there was a gun fired in 1861, this 
syndicate induced England to recog- 
nize the Confederacy. 
They fur- 


nished the South gold to destroy our 
government, and had a relative of 
theirs, Juda P. Benjamin, appointed 
Secretary of the Confederacy to look 
after their interests. Their agecij in 
the United States waa August Bel- 
moot, also related to the principal 
conspirators. 
They bad their trust- 


ed agents on the field cf Appomattox, 
and in forty-eight hours after the 
surrender they had secured $115,000,- 
000 of our greenbacks- at 40 cents on 
the dollar. 
With oar greenbacks 


they purchased 5-20 bonds at par, 
thus making 60 cents on the dollar. 
In 1861 this same combine owned 
twelve hundred millions of our bonds, 
bought cheap because the law ex- 
pressly stipulated that the 5 20 bonds 
were, redeemable In currency. 
In 


May of that year the international 
monetary conference met in Paris, 
Samuel B. Buzgles representing the 
United States." 
About this "time 


Senator John Sherman, oa invitation, 
became the guest of Baron Nathan 
Rothschild in London. There-was 
danger of all nations except England 
adopting bimetallism. Sherman vit- 
ited Mr. Buggies, and that was the 
end of all agreement- for bimetallism 
Sherman returned to London, and t 
his return to the United States on 
the 6th day of January, 1868. Intro 
duced the bill which I hold in mj 
band, entitled. "A Bill to Establish 
a Single Standard, Exclusively o 
G-old." 


"Tbe title to this bill clearly dis 


closed its object, and Senator E. D. 
Morgan, of JS. Y , expressed its pur- 
pose. I have here Mr. Morgan's mi- 
nority report and 1 only wish, every 
voter could reao_ it carefully before 
the ejection. He says that we pro- 
duce four-fifths of all the silver in 
tbe world,, and to demonetize it 
would be suicidal and a crime
